Indianapolis, Oct. 29—(U.R)—E ach 
of four men claimed to bo mayor of 
Indianapolis today, but the excite­ 
ment that followed form er 
M ayor 
John L. Duvall’s resignation 
had 
been replaced by a spirit of compro­ 
mise in at least two of them, 
and 
proposals for clearing Indianapolis’ 
municipal muddle were heard. 
Friends of Duvall advanced 
the 
suggestion that the right of 
mayor 
pro tern Claude E. Negley, the 
only 
one of the four backed by a 
court 
order, to serve temporarily be rec­ 
ognized with a view to electing Ira 
J. Holmes, Duvall’s “ successor 
as 
perm anent mayor. 
From Joseph L. Hogue, city 
con­ 
troller under the late form er Mayor 
Lew Shank, came the other 
ofter. 
Hogue, returning from a day at bis 
farm near Greenfield, issued a state­ 
ment urging that all four claimants 
each waive whatever right he has to 
the position and allow the courts to 
determine whose claim is strongest. 
But because of the short time re­ 
maining before Holmes and Negley 
were to go into court 
to 
contest 
their claims before superior 
court 
Judge Joseph Milner, it did not a p ­ 
pear that either of In* compromises 
would gain headway. 
Judge Milner was to hold a h ear­ 
ing on whether to make permanent 
an injunction granted on behalf of 
Neeley, restraining both Duvall and 
Holmes from any move to capture 
the mayorality. 
'Duvall was uncertain whether 
he 
would attend the hearing. If Negley s 
claims are upheld, he will serve 
as 
m ayor pro tern until 
November 
8, 
when the city council will elect 
a 
permanent mayor, who may he chos­ 
en from among council members 
or 
from citizens generally. 
There was no move of any’ 
kind 
fo r W alter E. Myers, defeated dem­ 
ocratic candidate in the 1925 elec­ 
tion, whose attorneys have advised 
him he has a claim to the office.

opened door. The effect is startling 
when first you behold, her joining 
the party. 


The favors are ruffs of orange 


crepe paper gathered onto' a nar- 
row ribbon. Tied to one end of the 
ribbon is a large pumpkin cutout 
hearing the number- of the table at 
which the wearer is to sit.
